6. (New) A portable traffic light according to claim^ wherein said con5)uter components with 
light emission diodes are powered by a battery pack to regulate the programmed functions for the 
light to change at intermittent intervals; and an on/off switch to save power when said traffic 
light is not in use. 

As for claims 3 and 4, The Apphcant can only claim parts of the invention as disclosed 
within the Specification. The Applicant has stated how he believes his invention overcomes the 
prior art of record by stating that his "portable traffic hght" solves traffic related problems due to 
natural disasters. This information may be used in the Applicant's Specification and/or 
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arguments as to why the claims should be allowed. However, this information can't be claimed, 
i.e. no structure and is only the Applicant's opinion as to how the invention is better or different 
than other patents cited.
